3* In accordance with instructions from the North Korean authorities, the People 5 s 
Committee of Kaigso (125-28, 38-53) County (Gun), South Pyongan, forced the 
villagers to give up two hundred cows for shipment to the US.8R* The cattle 
were removed, in spring l$h9 and the people were promised that after one month 
they would receive the same number of horses in exchange *, The horses did not 
appear, however, and cultivation was greatly handicapped* At the end of July 
1 949* the Peopled Committee .announced that since some unstated difficulty in
